Plaintiff 
was one of the watchmen who 
were more or less under police 
supervision, but Mr. Russ con- 
tended that there was no doubt 
that any contract or liability was 
between the watchman and the 
firm who engaged him. On Oct. 
2nd a Sikh police inspector saw 
piaintiff and told him that his 
services were no longer required. 
Plaintiff saw the defendants” 
manager, who confirmed this and 
told the watchman to return his 
uniform. which he did. Plaintiff 
asked for a month’s pay in lieu 
of notice, and, as far as plaintiff 
could gather, the firm held that 
they were not liable as he was 
engaged by the police. There 
was no doubt, submitted Mr. 
Russ that a contract of this kind 
was deemed to be a contract for 
one’ month and under the cir- 
cumstances plaintiff was entitled 
to a month's ‘wages. He wae 
dismissed on Oft. 2nd, so there

ties of the movement are being 
more widely secognised now than 
ever before. Whilst it iz all to 
the good that these trials should 
be carried out with a view to 
testing local conditions, we ‘do 
hope that there will be no undue 
delay in putting radio on a sound 
basis in Hengkong. Valuable 
experience is now being gained, 
from which much will be learned. 
But the time must come when 
the Government, already .most 
sympathetic, will have to’ 
imake its mind up regard- 
ing the ‘conditions ‘ta_ be 
put into force here. The Post- 
master General's Committee at 
Home has already issued its 
report, the main features of which 
we giveon another page to-day. 
and this should be ef value in 
guiding the authorities here. 
Monopolies are evidently not 
favoured-by the Committee men- 
tioned, and it’ may be - possible 
here in Hongkong to permit more 
than one concern to do the 
broadcasting. provided adequate 
arrangement» are deviled to 
prevent interference and “jam- 
ming.” We look to the Radio 
Society to do all in its power 
tu encourage broadcasting. no 
matter who does it, because it is 
obviously to the interests of. 
members that they should be 
given plenty of material to “ pick 
up” Above all, we trust that 
the Society will pat the interests 
of amateur receivers above any 
other consideration whatever.

In a statement made an his 
return to England from the 
Ynited States, a special repre- 
sentative 
Graham, Ltd. says :— 

British enthusiasts should can- 
grtatulate themselves on one out- 
standing fact, that the quality of 


broadcasting in this country isj 


distinctly ahead of America, Not 
ocly is this so inthe programmes 
afforded, but in the actual recep- 
tion of broadcast masie, speech, 
and news. 

While undoubtedly, in many 
ways, the Americans are advanc- 
ed in radio sets, they are faced 
with the question of “ static,” and, 
in my opinion, which was borne 
out by a namber of Americans 
who have heard British broad- 
casting, the transmission is not 
‘so good as we get from 2 L OQ. 

I was amazed when I heard 
my first concert in - America, 
on a very good: radio set. 
tonotice the howling of valves 
and the presence of atmospheric 
disturbances. | 


I was informed that there are 
600 broadessting stations in the 
United States, and, although itis 
an enormous country, one is 
inclined to believe that the nam- 
ber should be reduced, if real 
pleasure is to be obtained from 
radio reception. . 

Tam quite sure that the aver- 
age British user of a wireless set 
would be very disgusted at the 
results, which no one seems to 
mind very much in America. 

I was greatly impressed, how- 
ever,by the extraordinary interest 
in radio. They tell me that three 
milion” sets are in use. in 
America, and [ should imagine 
that ‘this figure is not 
excessive, “because nearly all 
the people to whom I mentioned 
‘he question of radio seemed tu 
have their awn set. 

ethaps we may take comfort 
from the fact that.
